SENTENCE OF MUTE

After a jury Friday sentenced Thomas 
Meeham, a deaf mute, to 10 years in 
the penitentiary for killing Frank Ma- 
guire, Judge McQuiflin set aside the’ ver- 


dict, accepted a plea of gutity to, man- 
Ssiaughter, and sentenced Meehan to two 
years in the penitentiary. 

Meehan’s written statement about 
the killing, which the judge read af- 
ter having heard the jury’s verdict, 
convinced him that the crime was not 
one of deliberation, and that the 
jury’s verdict had been too severe. 

The mute’s story of the killing was 
written on foolscap paper. It told 
how Maguire and his brother-in-law, 
Frank Meehan, fought in thelr home 
at 2310 Biddle street, and how Thom- 
as Meehan, suddenly deciding that his 
brother needed help, stabbed Magulre. 

James O’Brien, Meehan’s lawyer, was 
allowed to introduce the fvoolscay in evi- 
dence, after he had formaliv moved that 
the verdict be set aside, en the ground 
that the punishment was excessive. 

The Judge said he was not disposed to 
set the verdict aside solely on the 
ground of excessive punishment, but 
that he would consider anything which 
might tend to show that a lesser degree 
of crime should have been «hargeil. 
After’ reading the man’s story hé@ de- 
termined that manslaughter should 
have been the charge, and accepted the 
man’s plea accordingly. He held that 
the mute acted suddenly and :n _ pas- 
sion, and that premeditation was ab-

Paramore’s Machine With 
Seven Passengers Hits the 
Other Car. 


CARTER WAS TOSSED OUT 





He Hit on His Head—A Third 
Man Also Severely In- 
jured. 





John 8S. Carter of 4944 Lindell boul- 
evard and two other men were hurt 
when two automobiles collided at 11.30 
Pp. m. Thursday in Kirkwood. The 
others were Arthur Y. Wear of 5227 
Washington boulevard and a man named 
Bascom, whose first name was not 
learned. 

The machines belonged to Wear and 
. rederick W. Paramore of the Buck- 
“ingham Club. Paramore's car was dis- 
abled, ‘the other damaged but slightly. 
The Paramore machine was left stand- 
ing in the road, ahd for nine hours aft- 
erward. the ‘accident was; a mystery. 
Passing automobilists wondered whom‘ 
the wrecked car belonged to, as the 
license tags had been taken off of it. 
Dr. John Pittman of § Kirkwood, 
who dressed Carter’s injuries, learned 
big name only as John Carter and. did 
not learn the names. of,. hig, . com- 
panions. Inquiries by Post-Dispatch 
reporters resulted in the identifica- 
tion of Carter, but information as‘co 
how the accident occurred was  be- 
fused at his home. 

Dr. Pittman said Carter had a serious 
scalp wound five inches long, that his 
right hand was cut and his left wrist 
sprained. At the Carter home it was 
seid his injuries were not serious. °° 
Immediately after the accident. Para- 
more telephoned for Gratiot Cabanne, 
from whom he had bought his machine, | 
tc. go to the scene and bring -him and 
his companions into town. Wear and 


is said that Wear and Basvots. es- 
caped “with slight cuts. 

The accident occurred on the Denny 
road near the Frisco tracks. 

“We had just come down a hill,” 
Paramore said afterward, ‘‘and the oth- 
ér machine seemed to be stuck in the 
middie of the road. Anyhow, we bumped 
into it before we knew it. My chauf- 
feur was driving. I do not think any 
of the occupants of the other car ex- 
cept Mr. Wear was hurt.”’ 

Carter was thrown out of the Para- 
more car on his head. 

Four straw hats, ruined in the acci- 
dent, were left at the scene. There 
‘were seven persons in Paramore’s car. 

Paramore’s chauffeur, whose forehead 
was. cut and his face bruised, said 
there wére four men in the other car. 

“T had just crossed thé Frisco tracks 
when we bumped into it,” he said. ‘‘The 
tracks are .on an embankment, with 
& pretty steep incline on either side. 
I came across at fair speed and then 
saw the tail Hght of the other machine, 
too late to stop my car on the down 
grade. It must have been standing stil!, 
because we smashed through the rum- 
hie’ seat and knocked the machine 10 
feet.

“The é¢orn crop¢in this territory has 
stood up wonderfully under this ab- 
normal combination of great heat and 
dry weather, but it is approaching the 
breaking point unless there is speedy 
and generous relief."’

Woman Soon to Be Placed in 
Maternity Ward Charged With 
First Degree Murder. 








MAKES UNUSUAL DEFENSE 


Brother Said She Declared Hus- 
band Concealed True State 
of Health From Her. 


Mrs. Alma Palmer James, who shot 
and killed her husband, Leo B, .lames, 
in their flat, 4457A Lexington avenue, 
is charged with first degree murder 
in an indictment returned by the June 
grand jury Friday. 

The grand jury devoted the greater 
part of its time to the consideration 
of this case, because of the pecullar 
circumstances surrounding the crime 
and the unusual arguments urged in 
Mrs. James’ defense by her attorneys 
and her relatives. 

Plea Suggests Motive. 

After the shooting, it was said by 
Mrs. James’ brother that she had told 
him that she was driven to desperation 
by the pain and anguish her husband 
had caused her by concealing from her 
the true state of his health. 

This, it was said, had affected her not 
only mentally, but physically, and sug- 
gested a probable motive for the shoot- 
ing. 

It is not known what evidence was 
submitted to the grand jury, but it is 
known that a member of the city hospi- 
tal visiting staff frequently saw Mrs.

‘The summary dismissal from the S Watts Depart- 
T aiaait of 30 employes who held their positions 
through the influence of Peter Anderson fs too} 
eloquently brazen to permit doubt of motives. 
oo | Amderson is a supporter of Republican Chairman 
Kiel, whom Mayor Kreismann and Jeptha D. 
Howe have been trying vainly to. oust from his 
chairmanship. He is being punished for his fail- 
ure to desert Kiel. His sins of disloyalty to the 
patronage power are being visited on 30 innocents 
who presumably held their places by virtue of 
their fitness to discharge the duties attached to 
them.

_ These contrasted actions make the whole sit- 
uation more regrettable. Nobody cares particu- 
larly whether Kreismann and Howe skin Kiel or 
whether Kiel flays Kreismann and Howe.

‘Discussing what he is pleased to call the “prose- 
cution and persecution” of corporations in the 
current Collier’s, E. C. Simmons of this city de- 
plores the hostile feeling of the people toward 
corporations and advocates, as a remedy, corpo- 
rate bond issues In units of $100 to tempt small 
investors. If the people had their little surpluses 
invested in corporation bonds at 5, 6 or 7 per cent, 
instead of in the savings banks at 3 to 4, Mr. 
Simmons thinks there would be the necessary 
“radical change in public sentiment” toward cor- 
porations. 

Dismissing certain concrete objections in the 
form of popular suspiciousness of anything put 
concrete financial institutions, Mr. Simmons’ rem- 
edy is entirely practicable. His basic error is his 
easy assumption that the thing to be changed is 
only the attifude of the people. This attitude is 
merely a product of incorporated and merged ac- 
tivity. Popular sentiment is the most plastic of 
materials. It can be molded into any form ex- 
cept approval of dishonesty, tyranny, greed and 
graft. The corporations made the people hostile 
by being hostile to the people. If they change 
their attitude the popular attitude will change as 








‘la matter of course. 


We have had enough instances of this to know 
that its effectiveness as a remedy is obvious. The 
remedy, in fact, is not to dose the people with in- 
vestments, but to dose the corporations with re- 
straints. This is precisely what is being done and 
the dosage is being carefully regulated according 
to the particular corporation’s needs. If Mr. Sim- 
mons can find a speedier cure for the corpora- 
tions, he: hantspsgii worry about the people. 
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Ex-Senator Aldrich has yet to explain how he 
happened to hit on Hines as the man most likely 
to “pat Lorimer over,” and, of course, he will.

PAROLED CONVICT 
SHOOTS FOUR MEN¢ 
POSSES PURSUING 


Quarrel About a Girl Leads to 
Clash and Fugitive Is Be- 
ing Surrounded. 


HAS SHOTGUN AND PISTOL 
Sends Word to Sheriff He Will 


Kill Young Woman Before 
He Is Taken. 





LOUISVILLE, Ill, June 30.—James 
Geer, a paroled convict who last night 


|shot four men, is being pursued by a 


posse today. Geer wounded Deputy 
Sheriff J. W. Gogswell, J. M. Tanner, 
his ‘employer, Rex McCollum and Dr. 
Arthur Steely. 

A few days ago Geer, who was work- 
ing for Tanner, wrote a letter to Miss 
Florence Scott, a telephone operator 
here, asking for a time and place to 
see her, and signed a young hardware 
man’s name to it. She became suspi- 
cious and notified the manager, Arthur 
Mayden, and he asked Geer not to an- 
noy the girl, or he would report him. 
This made the. convict angry, and he 
cursed Mayden, and on leaving him 
said he was going to get Tanner’s gun 
and shoot him. 

Fugitive Procures Arma. 

Mayden was alarmed and notified the 
authorities. About 6 o'clock, after pro- 
curing a repeating shotgun and revolver 
from the Tanner home, Geer went to 
Jesse Hubbard’s house, where Mayden 
boarded, and called for him, but before 
any developments the Deputy Sheriff 
and a posse came upon him and he fled 
into an orchard close by. 

At about seventy yards the Sheriff 
fired several shots at him. Geer dropped 
to his knees and took deliberate aim 
and fired two volleys, the shots wound- 
‘ing Cogswell, Tanner, McCullom and Dr, 
Steely. 

Their wounds are not serious and‘it is 
not known whether Geer was wounded. 
In the darkness he escaped and was not 
heard or seen until about 9 o’clock, 
when he called at Mrs. Ella Brown’s 
home in the south part of town an‘ or- 
dered her to prepare supper for him. 
While he was waiting she sent word to 
the Sheriff, but before the posse ar- 
rived Geer became suspicious and left 
and hag not been seen since. 

Before léaving he told Mrs. Brown 
he inten“ed to stay here until he had 
accomplished’ his plans of killing 
Arthur Mayden and Florencs Scott, 
and he would. do it if he had to kill 
100 men who might interfere. 

Battle Is Expected, 

Posses are looking in all directions 
today and are well armed and word 
is received that they ar@ closing in on 
him south of town. A battle is ex- 
pected as Geer is well armed and 
fearless.

to the St. Louis Blast Furnace Co. 
$7374.25 as reparation for unreasonable 
rates charged for transportaion of coke 
from Deep Water, W. Va., to Caron- 
delet. 
The Steel Trust’s control of coke 
ovens in West Virginia and of the blast 
furnaces at Gary, Ind., South Chicago 
and other lake points was involved. It 
appeared, as recently found by Secre- 
tary of Corporations Herbert Knox 
Smith, that those points had been fa- 
vored in transportation by having a 
special low rate on coke for blast fur- 
nace use. The rate from the West Vir- 
ginia coke ovens to Chicago “for other 
uses” was $2.65 per ton, bit for “blast 
furnace use,’’ $2.35 per ton. 
The St. Louis Blast Furnace Co., at 
Carondelet, had shipped to it from the 
ovens in West Virginia hundreds of cars 
of coke, which on arrival it used in its 
blast furnaces for the manufacture of 
pig fron. No reduction in rates was al- 
lowed to it on the coke that it put to 
a blast furnace use. 
Its complaint was heard in St. Louis 
and later argued before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission at Washington, 
Harold R. Small of St. Louis appearing 
in its behalf. It developed that St. Louis 
was suffering from the discrimination 
in rates given to Gary, Ind., Chicago 
and other lake points by the device of 
allowing those points the late rate on 
coke for bldst furnace use when a sim- 
ilar proportionately low rate was at the 
same time denied to St. Louis. 
The decision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioh just handed down is 
regarded ’as a victory for St. Louis. The 
decision, it is understood, will result in 
a more favorable rate for this city.
